What Does The Doheny Student Health Office Provide? 

Vaccinations (including Hepatitis B, fiAMb, and Tetanus) cV TB skin tests Appointments are recommenced. 

2. Health education and programming at least once a month. Some of the topics will include: How to performs monthly 
breast self-exams, "whet is a PAP smear/ STD's, the importance of immunizations, preventing osteoporosis, skin cance 
and much, much, more. 

3. We have many over-the-counter medications available to you at no charge, i.e., Tyieno!, Throat Lozenges, Advil, couch 
drops, antihistamines, antacids, nasal decongestants, etc 

4. First Aid care is available. I am a Public Health Nurse, as weil as a certified Basic Life Support and First Aid Instructc 
approved by the American Red Cross and American Heart Association. CPR and First Aid courses can also be arranged 
neeaed or desired. 

5. If ybu need to see a health care provider, i.e., M.D., I will provide the referral and give you the necessary information. 
In addition, the Chalon Health Service has physicians and nurse practitioners available to meet your primary care needs 

6. If vou need psychological or personal counseling, I can make that referral as well. A part-time counselor is available at 
the Dohenv campus. Counseling services are also available at Chalon Health Services. 

We have a wide variety of health literature in our office on numerous topics. Please come and ask for them. I can also 
help you with your health/nursing papers or projects. 

8 Pregnancy testing is available for only $5.00. Most everything in the Student Health Office is free to you except for 

some vaccinations, i.e., Hepatitis B, TB skin tests, lab tests, etc., which are at a nominal fee. 

Each month I will be publishing a campus health bulletin called "DOHENY HEALTH WATCH", which will focus on a 
specific health topic.

1 . For those of you who have purchased health insurance through MSMC, please pick up 
your health insurance cards from our office. You will need to have this card available 
when seeing a health care provider outside of MSMC, such as during a visit to the 
emergency room. You will also need to submit a claim form to the insurance carrier along 
with the bill from the hospital/physician. Claim forms can also be picked up from our 
office. 

2. We are still looking for S.H. A.C (Student Health Advocate Committee) members to join 
the Student Health Office. You will act as a liaison between the health office and the 
students. If you are interested in this opportunity, please call our office or pick up an 
application from the 48 hour bulletin board located in building #4. 

Both commuter and resident students are required to complete certain health requirements upon 
entrance into the college. 

3. What are these requirements? 

a. A complete physical examination within the past year, which includes a complete 
blood count, urinalysis and a T.B. skin test. 

b. 2 doses of the Measles, Mumps, and Rubella vaccine (MMR) or proof of immunity 
via a titer. 

c. Tetanus and Diphtheria ( Dt) vaccine in the last 1 years 

d. 3 doses of Hepatitis B vaccine (if you are 1 8 and under), although we 
recommended it for all students. 

e. If the T.B. skin test is positive, you must obtain a chest X-ray confirming no sign 
of active T.B. 

5. If these requirements are not met, you will NOT be allowed to register for spring seme- 
ster. Furthermore, if you are a resident, your name will be submitted to the Dean of 
Student Life. Therefore, it is imperative that you complete these requirements over the 
few weeks so that these consequences can be avoided. 

6. The Chalon Health Services is open M-F 8-4:30 p.m. daily. Shuttles are available for your 
inter-campus needs. A nurse practitioner is available M-W in the afternoons only. A 
physician is available on Thursday afternoon only. The remainder of the hours are staffed 
by a nurse. To schedule an appointment at Chalon Health Services, please call 310-954-

2. If you have met all your health requirements, the above information does not apply to you. 
If you are uncertain as to whether or not you have been cleared by Health Services, please 
call our office or stop by before pre-registration. 

3. For those of you who have purchased MSMC health insurance , your insurance cards have 
been mailed to your dorm/home on October 19, 2000. If you did not receive your 
insurance card, please notify our office. 

Who SHOULD get the Influenza (flu) shot? 

1 . Anyone over the age of 50 or older. 

2. Adults or children with chronic disease such as diabetes, asthma, cancer, heart disease 
etc. 

3. Any woman who is pregnant and will be in her second or third trimester during the flu 
season. 

4. Health care workers (including students doing clinical orientations such as FTA, OTA, 
and nursing students.) 

5. Anyone that is immuno-compromised, meaning less able to fight infections, i.e. those 
with HIV, those receiving treatment for cancer, those on long-term steroid therapy, etc. 

6. People that live with or are in close contact with those that have a chronic medical 
condition. 

7. Resident students living in dorms. 

There are many of you that might think that if you did not fall into the above categories, the flu 
vaccine is not needed. NOT TRUE! THINK AGAIN! 

The Flu Shot can also be given to: 

1 . Individuals that provide community services 

2. Staff, faculty, and students in schools and colleges (especially those that work with children 
or the elderly) 

3. ANYONE THAT WANTS TO REDUCE THEIR CHANCE OF GETTING THE FLU THIS YEAR! 
(especially those of you that get frequent respiratory infections, including the flu, strep 
throat, bronchitis, etc.) 

When should you get the Flu Shot? 

The best time to get the flu shot is in October or November. The vaccine begins to provide 
protection approximately two weeks after the injection. It is not immediate. Flu outbreaks peak 
between late December and early March, so getting the flu shot in the fall will let your immune 
system build up maximum protection later in the winter. The flu shot must be given every year. 
In next week's issue, I will discuss the side-effects, risks, and other important information 
regarding the influenza vaccine. Don't miss the next issue!

I professors head back to col- 
\ V lege classrooms, many bring 
XI. 13 enthusiasm for their subject 
matter as veil 'as a genuine sense 
of caring about their students. 
Students are also eager to start the 
new semester, but, unfortunately, 
some will need instruction in deco- 
rum along with academics. The rea- 
son: the presence of incivility in 
todays college classrooms. 

What do we mean by "incivility" 
when describing student conduct? 

The term has been used to 
include the following behavior. 

•lateness to class, 

•talking while the instructor is 
speaking, 

•wearing Walkman headphones 



in class, 

•talking on cell phones, 

•walking out of class and walk- 
ing back in while the class is in 
session, and 

•walking in late in front of the 
teacher. 

This list does not include a 
number of behaviors that would be 
considered insolent, challenging, 
and intimidating. There are well- 
documented cases of faculty mem- 
bers who have been harassed and 
challenged by students. In some 
cases, the gender or race of the fac- 
ulty member might be a factor that 
contributes to student rudeness As 
Alison Schneider says in her article 
entitled "Insubordination and 



Intimidation Signal the End o 
Decorum in Many Classrooms, 
"Male students are far more like! 
to try to run roughshod over femal' 
professors-especially those work 
ing in male-dominated discipline 
like chemistry', physics, and math 
scholars sayr 1 

Schneider also discusses th 
story of Chana Kai Lee, an assistan 
professor of history at Indian; 
University, who tried to speak tc 
students who had engaged ir 
extremely disruptive behavio 
(reading newspapers, talking loud 
ly, and passing around a game o 
tic-tac-toe). While attempting tc 
speak to them after class abou 
their rude behavior, one of the 




McGinn is a p-ofesscr of psychology at Merer County Corrmjruty College, where she has been teaching iw 28 yea's. 
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young men grabbed his genitals 
and pnmped his hand up -and 
down. Ms. lee believes that her 
race influenced her students' rude 
and contemptuous .behavior. 
Schneider quotes Ms. Lee in her 
article: "Students could only see 
me as the permissive mammy, who 
could be controlled, or the stereo- 
typical sinister black bitch, who 
needed to be challenged at every 
turn." 2 

Kathy Franklin, an assistant 
professor of higher education at the 
University of Arkansas at Little 
Rock, has been researching the his- 
tory of undergraduate life for years. 
She says that students have been 
making mischief on college cam- 
puses from the first days of higher 
education. She cites as examples 
13th-century students at the 
University of Bologna who beat 
their professors if they didn't like 
their grades. At Yale University in 
the 1820s, students rebelled against 
classes that they saw as too 
demanding by throwing food and 
plates at professors in the dining 
hall. Ms. Franklin says that what is 
happening today on campuses is 
not unusual, but she does say that 
students today are different from 
students ten or more years ago 
because of demographic changes, 
consumerism, and their K-to-12 
experiences. 2 

Many of us who have been 
teaching for two or three decades 
believe that problems of incivility 
are much worse and more wide- 
spread these days than in the past 
One of the big differences seems to 
be that professors are not receiving 
the same level of respect that they 
enjoyed decades ago. On the other 
hand, I don't want to overstate the 
problem. Most students are respect- 
ful and well behaved. In fact, many 
of these students are complaining 
about the disruptive students. The 
problem is that all it takes is a few 
students, the disruptive ones, to 
change the teaching/learning envi- 
ronment for everyone. 



If there has been an increase in 
disruptive classroom behavior, to 
what can we attribute it? There are 
many theories attempting to 
explain the increased prevalence of 
incivility. Peter Sacks, a Journalist 
and, for a short time, a faculty 
member, believes that incivility is 
rooted in the new consumerism 
attitude among many students. In 
Sacks' book, Generation X Goes to 
College: A Journey into Teaching 
in Postmodern America, he sug- 
gests that many students see them- 
selves as customers. They believe 
that since they are paying money 
for a degree, they are running the 
show. Their attitude is "I am the 
customer, and I will behave anyway 
I want." Their behavior reflects 
their attitude of entitlement* 

Add to this the crisis of authori- 
ty in the United States that scholars 
are writing about. Many students 
are suspicious in general of the 
rules set by adults. Their professors 
are not held in high esteem by the 
culture at large, and therefore, our 
current students simply do not hold 
their teachers in high regard. These 
students have expectations that 
teachers ought to 'fcive" them the 
information they are paying for. 
Furthermore, they want to be enter- 
tained in class. They are studying 
less, have shorter attention spans, 
are less well prepared for college, 
and are less disciplined than stu- 
dents of the past 

Lest we place all the responsi- 
bility on students and their life cir- 
cumstances (these are children of 
divorce, latchkey children, children 
of MTV) for this increase in incivil- 
ity, lets examine the role of the col- 
lege and the role of the faculty in 
encouraging disruptive behavior. 

What can be said about the cul- 
ture of the college in the 1990s? 
First, there is much greater diversity 
in our classes than decades ago. 
While this diversity, of ethnicity/ 
race, age, and social class, makes 
for a richer classroom environment 
than decades ago, it might also cre- 



ate a diversity of student expecta- 
tions for what ought to tale place 
in the class. For example, returning 
students, our older college popula- 
tion, might bring to class a serious- 
ness of intent to learn; they might 
have certain expectations about 
how class will be conducted. Some 
Asian students might expect a 
straight lecture formal and remain 
quiet and attentive. After all, they 
come from a model of education 
where that was expected of them, 
lb ask questions in class and par- 
ticipate, in their educational cul- 
ture, could be interpreted as a sign 
of disrespect. 

Students from American public 
high schools, on the other hand, 
might come to college still with 
their high school mentalities; often 
their behavior is immature. The 
diverse backgrounds of students 
might be a contributing factor to 
the increases faculty are seeing in 
disruptive behavior. 

Secondly, many colleges are 
offering courses in a large lecture 
format. Social psychologists have 
long known that when people feel 
anonymous, that is, when they lose 
a sense of self, their behavior might 
be influenced in negative ways. 
Research shows that when people 
lose a sense of self, and thus feel 
•de-individuated," they are more 
likely to behave in aggressive and 
undesirable ways. Students in large 
lecture rooms often feel discon- 
nected from the teacher because 
the size of classes ranges from sev- 
eral hundred students to classes so 
large that students can only see the 
instructor on a TV monitor. These 
feelings of de-individuation are 
intensified by the fact that so many 
students have trouble staying tuned 
in to a lecture that lasts 50 or 75 
minutes. The atmosphere is ripe for 
side conversations, walking in and 
out of class, and engaging in other 
forms of disruptive behavior. 

What Can Faculty Do? 

In the videoconference, "Faculty 



on the Front Lines: Reclaiming 
Civility in the Classroom,"* there 
was discussion of the role that fac- 
ulty possibly play in creating inci- 
vility or in exacerbating it and of 
what they could do to eliminate or 
reduce it. Although the panelists 
were not implying that student inci- 
vility is actually caused by faculty, 
they pointed out the many ways that 
the behavior of faculty might create 
a classroom atmosphere that is 
conducive to the development of 
disruptive behavior. For example, 
faculty who are repeatedly late to 
class themselves are setting an 
example-a negative one-for stu- 
dents to emulate Faculty members 
who show disrespect for their stu- 
dents by being condescending or 
sarcastic in class can expect stu- 
dents to be hostile towards them 
and towards the course. And, facul- 
ty members who ignore disruptive 
behavior are tacitly giving a mes- 
sage to their students that they tol- 
erate or condone the behavior. It is 
possible, then, that some faculty are 
setting a stage for incivility or inad- 
vertently encouraging it. This being 
said, even teachers who create a 
warm and welcoming classroom 
environment, who seem to be doing 
everything we would hope teachers 
do, are complaining about greater 
incivility in their classes. 

What can teachers do to elimi- 
nate, or at least reduce, the inci- 
dence of disruptive classroom 
behavior? first and foremost, teach- 
ers need to put into writing what 
the course expectations are and 
what their expectations are about 
student behavior. This can be part 
of the syllabus or an addendum to' 
the syllabus; it should be given out 
and discussed in the first or second 
class of the semester. It is impor- 
tant that the tone -of such a guide- 
lines sheet foster a positive class- 
room climate; the guidelines sheet 
should reflect that the teacher is in 
charge of the classroom dynamic 
without sounding authoritarian. 
Here is an example of a guidelines 



sheet created by a committee at my 
institution; mam- faculty use it as is, 
or they adapt it to their specific 
courses: 

Guidelines for Courtesy and 
Respect 

I would like to welcome all 
students into an environment 
that creates a sense of community 
of pride, courtesy, and respect, we 
are all here to work cooperatively 
and to learn together. 

In order to create a smooth 
and harmonious learning com- 
munity, please make every 
attempt Jo come to all the class 
sessions, to come to class on time, 
and to stay until the end of the 
meeting unless you have 
informed me that you must leave 
early. There may be a time when 
you are unavoidably late for 
class. In that case, please come 
into the room quietly and choose 
a seat closest to the entrance. 
Please see me after class to record 
your lateness; otherwise you will 
be marked absent. (Please note 
that two latenesses to doss uiU be 
considered the equivalent of one 
absence, and that poor atten- 
dance to class may result in a ten 
point penalty, a letter grade 
penalty, or withdrawal from the 
course-see syllabus for details.) 

Once the class session has 
begun, please do not leave the 
room and then re-enter unless it 
is an emergency. If you miss a 
doss meeting for any reason, you 
are responsible for all material 
covered, for announcements 
made in your absence, and for 
acquiring any materials that may 
have been distributed in doss. 

It is important that we are all 
able to stay focused on the class 
lecture/discussion. For this rea- 
son, only one person at a time in 
the class should be speaking. Side 
conversations are distracting for 
surrounding students and for the 
instructor. 

As you can see, simple norms 



of courtesy should be sufficient to 
have our class run in the best 
interests of all of us. Thank you in 
advance for your cooperation. 

One of the ways I discourage 
latecomers from walking into the 
class and distracting us all is to ask 
students to leave one row of seats 
near the entrance to the room 
empty so that latecomers can sinv 



not tolerated without directly con- 
fronting and embarrassing the talk- 
ers. After class, you can explain 
how side conversations are dis- 
tracting to you and to other stu- 
dents and ask them if they can 
refrain in the future. In extreme 
cases, I haw asked students to sep- 
arate for the remaining classes 
since the temptation to talk to each 
other appeared to be ovenrtielming 




ply slip in quietly. Also notice that I 
have an attendance and late policy 
that specifies serious grade point 
reductions. Faculty members 
should address, in some way, 
behavior that is disruptive when it 
occurs. Approaches that avoid 
direct confrontation seem to work 
best from their final grades. This 
seems to have cut down unaccused 
absences and patterns of tardiness. 
For example, if students are car- 
rying on a side conversation, a 
teacher might simply interrupt con- 
ducting the class, look at the dis- 
ruptive students, and wait for their 
silence, walking close to the talkers 
might also help. Sometimes, it 
might be necessary to say some- 
thing, as for example, "May we 
please have only one person talk- 
ing at a timer If talking is persis- 
tent, probably the best way to han- 
dle it is to ask the students if they 
would please see you after class. 
'The whole class is now alerted to 
the fad that side conversations are 



for them. 

Faculty need to model appropri- 
ate behavior. Certainly we should 
come to class on time; if possible, 
we should arrive early so that we 
can connect with our students. 
Greet them in a friendly way. Ask 
them questions to engage them in 
conversation. Learn students' 
names and learn to pronounce 
them correctly. In focus groups, 
and in many studies I have con- 
ducted or reviewed, students say 
how important it is to them to have 
their instructors know their names. 
Students say that they want to feel 
that their teachers are approach- 
able. We teachers ought to treat all 
students with respect and treat 
their questions and comments 
accordingly. Even if. what they have 
to say is sometimes ignorant, we 
need to find a respectful way to 
reframe it for the class. This way, 
misinformation is not accepted as 
true, but at the same time, we have 
not embarrassed the student. If we 



diminish a student* self-esteem, we 
have not only reduced the chances 
of that student* participating in the 
future, but we have also reduced 
the chances that any of the other 
students will ask or answer a ques- 
tion. 

A positive classroom atmos- 
phere can go a long way in reduc- 
ing disruptive behavior in the col- 
lege classroom. If teachers are 
authoritative rather than authori- 
tarian, if they make their expecta- 
tions crystal clear, and if they treat 
students with respect, hopefully, 
student incivility will no longer be 
a consuming issue on college cam- 
puses.

Frederick Douglass 

Frederick Douglass was born into slavery on the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland in 1818. During the course of his remarkable life he escaped 
from slavery, became internationally renowned for his activism in the 
cause of liberty, and went on to serve the U.S. Government in various 
ways. 

Douglass lectured throughout the U.S. and England on the brutality and 
immorality of slavery. He published the North Star and the Frederick 
Douglass Paper in order to bring news of the anti-slavery movement to 
r / thousands. He also played a major role in persuading President Lincoln 
to make the Emancipation Proclamation. Douglass is a very important 
figure in Black history because of his accomplishments, which 
contributed to the success of African Americans today.

Dr. Ida Gray Nelson became the first black woman in America's history to earn a Doctor of Dental 
Surgery Degree. She was born in Clarksville, Tennessee in 1867 and later moved to Cincinnati, 
Ohio. Upon graduation from high school, in 1887, she entered the University of Michigan Dental 
School. After obtaining her DDS Degree in 1890, she returned to Cincinnati where she established 
a very successful private practice. After marriage, in 1895, she and her husband moved to 
Chicago where she spent the remainder of her life. Following her move, she became active in 
several Chicago women's organizations. Dr. Ida Gray Nelson is an exceptional example of what 
Black women can accomplish.

Lorraine Vivian Hansberry 

Lorraine Hansberry was born May 19, 1930 in Chicago, III., the daughter of Carl Augustus 
Hansberry and Nannie Perry. 

By 1953 Hansberry was an associate editor of "Freedom." In that year she resigned her 
position to pursue a playwriting career. On June 20, 1953, she married Robert Nemiroff, a 
writer and a graduate student at New York University. For the next three years, she 
worked at a variety of part-time jobs, studied African history under W.E.B DuBois, and 
wrote plays. In 1957, she completed the manuscript for A Raisin in ihe Sun, which 
opened on Broadway in March 1959 and was an immediate hit. 

The success of A Raisin Jnihe Sjjn thrust Hansberry into national prominence. She was the 
first Black woman to have her work produced on Broadway, and when the play won the 
Drama Critics' Circle Award, she was the youngest American and the first Black to receive 
that prestigious prize. She died in New York City.

Making Transparencies for a Presentation 

To avoid using the wrong kind of transparencies in printers and copiers, please read the 
following information on how to make transparencies. 

The MSMC Bookstore sells two kind of transparencies: 

1 . CAN BE PUT THROUGH A COPIER. A box of 20 laser transparencies for around 
$18.00. These transparencies can be used in copiers and ink jet printers. The 
Learning Resource Center sells them for $ 1 .00 a per sheet. 

2. CANNOT BE PUT IN A COPIER These transparencies can not go through any 
copier or printer. Sending them through one will harm the copier or printer. They 
are good for you to write directly on and can be purchased for $.20 in the 
bookstore. Do not send this type of transparency through copiers or printers! 

If you do not now if the transparency can be made in a particular printer or copier, please 
do not use it Using the wrong kind of transparencies in copiers and printers has caused 
major damages to these machines. 

Deficiency and Mid Semester Notices 

If you got one (or, heaven forbid, more) of these, all is not lost! There are a number of 
ways you can "get on the ball" now and raise your grade. 

a.) If you're not sure how you need to improve, make an appointment to see your 
professor. Practice what you are going to say, so that when you go, you will sound 
intelligent and sincere (and you won't cry). 

b.) See your advisor. Ask him/her if you should drop the class, what he/she thinks you 
should do to improve. 

c.) Come to the Learning Resource Center for help in reading and understanding the text, 
writing a better paper, etc., or ask Sr. Carol for a tutor for the class. You do not need 
to pay for the tutor — you only need to request one and then keep the appointments 
that you make. Remember that a tutor does not give you the answers. A tutor shows 
you how to study and teaches you to find what's important so that you can be better 
prepared for the class and for the test. 

Deficiency notices are not "the end of the world". They are meant to shake you up and 
tell you that you're in trouble unless you make sure some changes in the way you do your 
work, attend classes, take notes, prepare for tests, etc.

On March 23, 2001 the Faculty Assembly voted approval for a new College policy on 
Minors. 



This policy will become effective as of August, 2001 for any continuing student who has 
not declared a major by May 11, 2001 and for any new freshmen or transfer students. 

The Poiicy is as follows: 

Definition: A minor enriches a student's major, allows for specialization within a major, 
broadens a student's career options, and encourages exposure to other academic 
disciplines. While most disciplines require 18 units to complete a minor, some 
departments require additional units. (Please refer to the College Catalog.) 

Guidelines: In addition to the requirements of individual academic disciplines, a student 
must complete three (3) upper division courses (9 units) for a minor which are not also 
being used to fulfill requirements for the major, general studies or another minor. The 
deadline for declaring a minor will be the end of a student's junior ye^r,

FLOUNDERING, FAILING, FEELING LOW? 
GET HELP ON DEPRESSION SCREENING DAY, APRIL 18 

People say college is supposed to be great, but many students feel like 
they are just out of it, disconnected and alone. They feel sad, trapped by 
inertia, hopeless and not "up to the challenge" of college. 

If you feel that way and can't shake yourself out of it no matter what you do, you might be 
suffering from clinical depression. Depression is more than just a bad day, the result of a 
bad grade or anxiety about the future. It is a treatable disorder that can leave you feeling 
so bad that you forget how it feels to feel good.

Increased restlessness and irritability

Transfer of Credit Clearance Information : 

• Decide what you will take and where you will take the class.

NEW COLLEGE POLICY FOR MINORS 



On March 23, the Faculty Assembly voted approval for a new College policy on Minors . 

This policy will become effective as of August 2001 for any continuing student who has not declared a 
minor by May 11 and for any new freshmen or transfer students. 

The policy is a follows: 

Definition : A minor should enrich a student's major, allow for specialization within a 
major, broaden a student's career options, and encourage exposure to other academic 
disciplines. While most disciplines require 1 8 units to complete a minor, some depart- 
ments require additional units (please refer to your College Catalog). 

Guidelines : In addition to the requirements of individual academic disciplines, a stu- 
dent must complete three upper-division courses (9 units) for a minor; these units do 
not fulfill requirements for the major, general studies, or another minor. The deadline 
for declaring a minor will be the end of a student's Junior year .
